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Fannin pleads guilty in Blanton case

PAINTSVILLE - A woman 
who was connected to the murder 
of a Johnson County couple last 
year pleaded guilty Friday to hin- 
dering prosecution and other 
charges and will be formally sen- 



tenced July 19. 

Amanda Fannin, the girlfriend 
of William “Willie” Blanton, 
appeared in Johnson Circuit Court 
Friday with her attorney, William 
Collins, for what was to have been 
a status conference at which time 
she entered an amended plea 
agreement to hindering prosecu- 
tion. 



Fannin originally entered a 
plea deal with the common- 
wealth’s attorney’s office in Feb- 
ruary to provide information 
regarding the location of the bod- 
ies of Blanton’s parents, Larry 
and Sandra Blanton, in exchange 
for charges being dismissed 
against her and to prevent the 
commonwealth from seeking the 



death penalty in William Blan- 
ton’s case. 

Fannin was indicted last year 
for promoting contraband and fla- 
grant non-support, both charges 
unrelated to the case, but along 
with Blanton had been considered

Hearing 
set today 
for accused 
robber

LOUISA — An extradition hear- 
ing is scheduled in Charleston, W. 
Va. for the man who allegedly 
robbed the Inez Deposit Bank in 
Louisa June 14. 

Kentucky State Police Post 14 
public information officer Mike 
Murriell said in a news release that 
they were able to identify the robber 
through the course of conducting 
interviews. 

James G. Stepp, 33 is charged 
with second-degree robbery. 

Stepp was apprehended by 
Charleston authorities shortly after 
information about his identity was 
released, but details of his capture 
have not yet been made public. 

“Stepp is from Louisa,” Murriell

Drug charges lead list of 
indictments in Johnson Co.

PAINTSVILLE — The Johnson County Grand 
Jury issued 17 indictments Wednesday, June 19, 
many of which were part of “Operation Summer 
Surprise,” a roundup of drug offenders conducted 
by the Johnson County Sheriff’s Office the day after 
the true bills were return. 

Named in the drug -related indictments were: 

• Donney Greathouse, 23, Betty Preston, 40, 
Jonathan Fairchild, 28, all of Hager Hill, Jennifer 
Blevins, 24, and Matthew Cook, 25, both of Paints- 
ville, charged with manufacturing methamphet- 



amine/complicity and fourth-degree controlled sub- 
stance endangerment to a child/complicity. 

According to the indictments, on or before April 
14, Greathouse, Preston, Fairchild, Blevins, and 
Cook, acting alone or in complicity with each other, 
allegedly knowingly and unlawfully manufactured 
methamphetamine or with intent to manufacture 
methamphetaine was in possession of two or more 
chemicals or two or more items of equipment for the 
manufacture of methamphetamine and knowingly 
caused or permitted a child to be present when any 
person was illegally manufacturing a controlled

Projects 
in three 
counties 
get funds 

FRANKFORT - More than $54 
million in asphalt rehab contracts 
were awarded in June by the Ken- 
tucky Transportation Cabinet. 

Projects in Lawrence, Johnson 
and Floyd counties are among those 
receiving funding. 

Two contracts were awarded in 
Lawrence County, including $1.09 
million for two sections of the Lou- 
isa- Ashland Road (U.S. 23) that 
consists of a 2.1 -mile section from 
Ky. 3398 to Blaine Creek Road and 
a 0.01 -mile section near the north 
end of Blaine Creek Bridge. Moun- 
tain Enterprises Inc. was awarded 
the contract, with a completion date 
of Oct. 15. 

Mountain Enterprises also was 
awarded a $971,538 contract for a 
3.6-mile section of the Paintsville - 
Louisa Road (U.S. 23, Southbound 
only) from 0.1 miles south of Ky. 
3395 to just north of Ky. 3. That 
project is also expected to be com- 
pleted by Oct. 15. 

Mountain Enterprises was 
awarded a $553,000 contract for 
asphalt pavement patching for four 
sections of road in Johnson County. 
They include a 7-mile section of Ky. 
580 from Ky. 40 to Ky. 2318; a 1.5- 
mile section of Ky. 689 from Ky. 
172 to just west of Spriggs Branch 
Road; a 3.5-mile section of Ky. 
1092 from Ky. 469 to Ky. 689; and 
a 1.2-mile section of Ponderosa

Lawsuit in 2012 fatal 
collision is settled

WILLIAMSON - A lawsuit 
involving the death of a Martin 
County man and a Staffordsville 
man who were involved in a head- 
on collision Nov. 16, 2012, was 
settled in Mingo Circuit Court 
without having to go to trial. 

Terms of the settlement were 
not disclosed by either party. 

Randy Dale Goble of Debord 
and Donald Hill of Staffordsville 
both died as a result of injuries suf- 
fered in the crash. 



Goble was on his way toward 
his work site for Merr Equipment 
Company near Williamson, W.Va., 
according to information released 
by Kirk Law Firm, which repre- 
sented the Goble family, at approx- 
imately the same time Hill left his 
third-shift job site near Williamson 
and started on his journey home 
after having become ill at work and 
leaving earlier than usual. 

Goble was traveling on US 52, 
just east of Kermit, W.Va., and Hill 
was traveling in the opposite direc- 
tion when something apparently

said. “He lives down Rt. 
1690.” 

Post 14 confirmed Tues- 
day that Stepp is scheduled 
for an extradition hearing in 
Charleston today (Wednes- 
day) and afterward he would 
be brought back to Lawrence 
County to face charges for the 
bank robbery. 

According to the original 



news release, Murriell said 
Stepp didn’t brandish a weap- 
on but produced a note at 
approximately 2:55 p.m. June 
14, asking a teller to give him 
money at the Inez Deposit 
Bank located at 202 East 
Main Street in downtown 
Louisa. 

Stepp obtained an undis- 
closed amount of cash before 
exiting through the bank’s 
back door, fleeing on foot 



along Lock Avenue and trav- 
eling toward Madison Street, 
the release said. 

The Louisa Police Depart- 
ment and the Lawrence Coun- 
ty Sheriff’s Office also 
responded to the scene to ren- 
der assistance. 

The case is under investi- 
gation by KSP Det. Jeff Kel- 
ley.

happened to Hill that caused 
his vehicle to travel across the 
center line and crash head-on 
with Goble. 

Emergency workers at the 
time suspected that Hill may 
have fallen asleep. 

The impact was so violent 
that both men died at the 
scene, the release said. The 



crash occurred at a point 
where a guardrail appeared to 
have prevented Goble from 
swerving away from the on- 
coming vehicle. 

“This is one of the most 
tragic accidents I have ever 
seen,” John Kirk said. “Two 
very good, hard-working men 
dead as they traveled to and 
from work. It appears that 
something happened to Mr. 



Hill, a heart attack maybe that 
caused him to come into Mr. 
Goble’s path.” 

Kirk said in the release 
that the terms are not released 
and that it is typical to not 
disclose that information to 
protect the privacy and confi- 
dentiality of the families 
involved.

facture a controlled substance 
under circumstances which 
placed the child in danger of 
serious physical injury or 
death by manufacturing meth- 
amphetamine in her home 
with a minor present. 

• Paul Michael May, 45 , of 
Hager Hill, charged in two 
separate indictments with 
first- degree trafficking in a 
controlled substance and as a 
second-degree persistent felo- 
ny offender. 

According to the first 
indictment, on or before April 
11, May allegedly knowingly 
and unlawfully trafficked in 
15 dosage units of a schedule 

II controlled substance, Oxy- 
codone. The second indict- 
ment says that on or before 
April 12, May knowingly and 
unlawfully trafficked in two 
dosage units of a schedule II 
controlled substance, Oxyco- 
done, and he is a previously 
convicted felon. 

• Melinda Hall, 39, Debo- 
rah Hall, 55, both of Paints- 
ville, and Phillip Mayhan, 32, 
of Thelma, charged with sec- 
ond-degree trafficking in a 
controlled substance/complic- 
ity. 

According to the indict-

• Gary M. Castle, 27, of 
Paints ville, charged with first- 
degree trafficking in a con- 
trolled substance. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before April 11, 
Castle allegedly knowingly 
and unlawfully trafficked in 
eight dosage units of a sched- 
ule II controlled substance, 
Oxycodone. 

• Cheskla “Chat” Burchett, 
46, of Staffords ville, charged 
with trafficking in a controlled 



substance within 1 ,000 feet of 
a school and second-degree 
persistent felony offender. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before March 26, 
Burchett allegedly knowingly 
and unlawfully trafficked in 
seven dosage units of a sched- 
ule II controlled substance, 
Hydrocodone, within 1,000 
feet of a school. She is a previ- 
ously convicted felon, the 
indictment says. 

• Steven Preston, 55, of 
Paints ville, charged with sec- 
ond-degree trafficking in a 
controlled substance. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before April 23, 
Preston allegedly knowingly 
and unlawfully trafficked in 
14 dosage units of a schedule 
III controlled substance, 
Hydrocodone. 

• Jerry L. Morman, 46, of 
Thealka, charged with first- 
degree possession of a con- 
trolled substance; possession/ 
use of drug paraphernalia; 
operating a motor vehicle 
under the influence of alcohol/ 
drugs within five years (aggra- 
vating circumstances) and 
failure of owner to maintain 
required insurance. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before May 17, 
Morman allegedly knowingly 
and unlawfully was in posses- 
sion of a schedule II con- 
trolled substance, Metham- 
phetamine; in possession of a 
a spoon containing chemical 
residue, a glass pipe with 
chemical residue, straws with 
chemical residue and hypo- 
dermic needles; operated a 
motor vehicle while under the 
influence of alcohol or other 
substances that impair a driv- 
er’s ability to operate a motor 
vehicle and having refused to 
submit to any chemical test of 
blood, breath or urine; and 
failed to maintain required 
insurance on his motor vehicle 
as required in KRS 304.39- 
080. 

Thirteen of those charged 
with drug-related offenses 
were arrested by members of 
the Johnson County Sheriff’s 
Office June 20. 

“I think everybody knows 
that drugs are an epidemic in 
Eastern Kentucky. Drug over- 
dose mortality rates among 
Kentuckians increased 282 
percent between 2000 and 
2010,” Johnson County Sher- 
iff Dwayne Price said in a 
press release. “In Kentucky, 
more people died last year 
from drug overdoses than car 
crashes. Even though over- 
dose deaths have declined in 
Johnson County in the past 
two years, even one death 
from overdose is unacceptable 
because ultimately, it’s pre- 
ventable. We at the sheriff’s 
office will do everything with- 
in our power to stop their sell 
and distribution in our county. 
We are in the schools trying to 
reach the kids before they get 
started on the wrong path and 
we are getting a lot of positive 
feedback from the kids and 
the whole county with our 
drug education programs. We 
have a deputy, Tim Clark, who 
specializes in teaching drug 
education and safety classes in 
the county and city schools. 
We have also had great suc- 
cess with our drug roundups 



so far and today is no excep- 
tion. We have two deputies 
who specialize in these drug 
cases and their work never 
stops. As we speak, they are 
working on the next round- 
up.”

specific card to obtain a 
32-inch Samsung television 
(Jill DiGiacomo of Alameda, 
Calif.) two Samsung cameras 
(Charles Grazol of Washing- 
ton, D.C.); two Nikon camer- 
as and a Sony camera (Chadan 
Sahay of Hazard); two Fuji 
cameras (Anthony Trow- 
bridge of Tucson, Ariz.) four 
Nikon cameras (George Tuck- 
er of Hopkinsville); and two 
Nikoncameras (Karen Woods 
of Montz, La.) with a value of 
$1,185 in goods.

Editor's note: An indict- 
ment is not an indication of 
guilt but a determination by 
the grand jury that criminal 
charges warrant further judi- 
cial review.

a suspect in the case involving 
his missing parents. 

Fannin alleged in the 
original plea deal that she 
wasn’t present when Larry 
and Sandra Blanton were 
killed, and that she only 
became aware of their mur- 
der after the fact. But infor- 
mation came to light later 
that she may have had a hand 
in the murder of at least San- 
dra Blanton and the com- 
monwealth’s attorney office 
sought to have the plea deal 
voided. 

Fannin’s amended plea 
agreement charges her with 
flagrant non-support and 
promoting contraband along 
with hindering prosecution. 
In exchange for the guilty 
plea, prosecutors recom- 
mended that she be sen- 
tenced to three years for 
each offense, with the sen- 
tences to run concurrently, 
for a total of three years. 

“This motion says bind- 
ing upon the court,” Circuit 
Court Judge John David 
Preston said during the hear- 
ing Friday. “No plea is bind- 
ing upon the court.” 

Preston agreed to review 



the motion but added that 
Fannin could receive up to 
15 years for the offenses. 

William Blanton pleaded 
guilty to murdering his par- 
ents and was formally sen- 
tenced June 17 to serve two 
life sentences without the 
possibilty of parole. 

Johnson County Coroner 
J.R. Frisby said that a pre- 
liminary autopsy of Larry 
and Sandra Blanton showed 
that they had died of blunt 
force trauma to the head and 
to the trunk. The official date 
of their deaths was estab- 
lished as Sept. 7, 2012, 
through an investigation 
conducted by the Johnson 
County Sheriff’s Office. 

The couple’s remains 
were found buried in an area 
by a barn on their Oil Springs 
property, approximately 
4-4.5 feet down in the dirt 
and beneath a heavy pile of 
horse manure, according to 
Frisby. 

Larry and Sandra Blanton 
went missing in September 
2012. 

Willie Blanton was 
arrested Oct. 8, 2012, after 
he tried to fill his father’s 
prescription at a Paintsville 



pharmacy, but wasn’t 
charged with their murder 
until the bodies were recov- 
ered in February. 

Blanton also pleaded 
guilty to tampering with 
physical evidence and 10 
counts of forged checks, 
attempting to fill his father’s 
prescription at a Paintsville 
pharmacy and being a per- 
sistent felony offender. 

In the plea deal, Blanton 
received five years for each 
offense, which was enhanced 
to 10 years because he is a 
persistent felony offender. 
The sentences will run con- 
currently with those for the 
murder charges. Blanton 
also received 253 days jail 
credit for the time he has 
already been incarcerated. 

Blanton’s attorney, Steve 
Goble, said that his client 
wanted to resolve the case 
and give the family some 
closure. 

Family members read 
impact statements during 
Blanton’s formal sentencing, 
during which they said they 
would never understand how 
he could have committed 
such “horrible acts” against 
his parents.

They are 
provided at no cost to children 
with Medicaid or KCHIP cov- 
erage. Children of all ages 
need to complete health 
check-ups on a regular basis 
to protect their health. 

These check-ups are not 



only for certain grades in 
school, but should be done at 
regular intervals for all chil- 
dren and more frequently for 
infants. With scheduled 
check-ups, minor health prob- 
lems can be caught before 
they become serious.

violence. These views still 
exist in today’s media. Pro- 
grams like Diane Sawyer’s 
“Hidden America,” The His- 
tory Channel’s “The Hatfields 
and McCoys” and MTV’s

reotypes that we are ignorant, 
violent, and poor. 

Brashear went on to talk 
about many of the Appala- 
chians that are trying to 
change this image. She spoke 
highly of the Appalshop film 
group in Whitesburg that has 
worked tirelessly since the 
1960s to help promote posi- 
tive views of Appalachia and 
its people. She also spoke 
more about MACED and what 
they are doing for our region. 
One of the primary goals of 



MACED is to combat these 
stereotypical images in the 
media and communicate to 
change them to a more realis- 
tic image. 

Lastly, Brashear covered 
economic development in 
Martin County. Brashear said, 
“As the coal industry contin- 
ues to decline, the Appala- 
chian economy MUST transi- 
tion.” There are many home- 
grown assets that we will be 
able to use for our benefit in 
the future. Local foods, wood 
products, healthcare, and tour- 
ism are several sectors that 
could begin to rise in the 
future. Brashear is confident 
that with entrepreneurship and 
investment the future of our 
region will be bright.

Fish kill in Cave Run Lake being investigated 



FRANKFORT - Biolo- 
gists are searching for the 
cause of a fish kill in Cave 
Run Lake that affected thou- 
sands of white bass. 

Dr. Bob Durborow, aqua- 
culture extension specialist at 
Kentucky State University, 
said the white bass he exam- 
ined had bacterial infections 
which contributed to their 
condition, but was likely not 
the primary cause of the fish 
kill. 



Durborow sent samples of 
the fish to the Warm Springs 
National Fish Hatchery in 
Georgia for additional testing 
for viruses. The results of the 
tests may not be available 
until later this summer. 

Gerry Buynak, assistant 
director of fisheries for the 
Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources, said 
anglers first observed thou- 
sands of dead and struggling 
white bass in Cave Run Lake 



the weekend of June 8. No 
other species were affected. 

Many of the white bass 
had marks on their bodies, the 
cause of which was later 
determined to be bacterial 
infection. The fish kill affect- 
ed white bass throughout the 
8, 270- acre lake, which is 
located near Morehead. 

Buynak noted a similar 
white bass fish kill occurred 
in the lake in the early 2000s. 
However, that fish kill only 



affected larger fish. This 
week’s fish kill affected white 
bass ranging in size from 6 to 
16 inches. 

To help maintain the fish- 
ery, biologists stocked 64,000 
fingerling- sized white bass in 
Cave Run Lake on June 1 3 .
